Agreement Is Reached 


WASHINGTON.—(/P)-Conglressional 


conferees adjusting 
differences 
be- 


tween the house and senate farm bills 
have "practically agreed on a cotton 
program to operate this year," Senator 
Smith (Dem., S. C.) said 
Monday 


night. He said the program was aim- 
ed at a production of 10,600,000 bales 
in 1938. Smith said 9,500,000 of this 
would be allotted to states on a basis 
of average production in the past five 
years, the remainder so as to "remove 
any inequalities." 


The conferees agreed to accept the 


two-cent-a-pound, JlO-a-bale penalty 
provided in the house bill for sales in 
excess of fixed quotas. After 1938, 
the penalty for sales above quota 
would be three cents a pound. 


Smith said the quota system on acre- 


age and sales would operate this year 
"if two-thirds of the cotton growers 
voting in a referendum approve." This 
was in line with the senate bill. The 
house bill provided for a referendum 
on controls after the 1938 crop. 


Smith said the program aimed at a 


"normal supply" of cotton, the equiva- 
lent of average annual domestic con- 
sumption and exports for the past 10 
years, plus 35 per cent of these for a 
reserve. He said a referendum on con- 
trols would be held when supplies ap- 
peared seven per cent above the "nor- 
mal supply," or above 19,300,000 bales.

Tobacco in Moderation Won't Shorten Life But May 


Slow Blood Circulation 


The amount of tobacco used in the 


Unitpd States has been steadily in- 
creasing for many years. 


In 1915 the United States produced 


about 6,500,000,000 cigars and 
about 


18,000,COO,000 cigarets. In 1935 the fig- 
ure was reduced to around 5,000,000.000 
cigars and raised to ia5,000,000,000 eig- 


Jrets. The one new factor of import- 
ance outside of the relatively slight in- 
crease in population was tobacco smok- 
ng on a large scri-.e 'ay women. 


The 
exact effects of tobacco on 


icalth are not very well understood. 
Probably the agitators against tobacco 
lave greatly overeni|.-iasized the harm- 
'ulne?s of smoking and those who 
'avor its use have nuclei-emphasized its 
dangers. 


As nearly as we can put the matter in 


one sentence, there i.s no good evi- 
ience that tobacco smoking in moder- 
ation will shorten the average man's 
ife; although hurn-'ng tobacco gives 
rise to a considerable number of sub- 
stances which in rarge doses may 
damage the tissues of the human body, 
such as nicotine, pyridine, 
furfural, 


and carbon monoxide. 


Some people have irritation of the 


nci-e, throat and lungs from tobacco. 
Others teem to avoid irritation. 


There is some evidence that the use 


of tobacco may produce a slowing of 
the circulation in the capillary blood 
vessels, and smoking has been related 
particularly to the onset of such con- 
ditions as thrombo-angiitis obliterans 
or Buerger's disease, and to other dis- 
eases which are the result of inter- 
ference- with circulation. 


Cancer of the mouth is more fre- 


quent among men than among women, 
it has been believed that its greater 
prevalence among men is associated 
with the larger amount of smoking 
done by men. In recent years women 
have smoked in increasing numbers 
and there i.s .some reason to believe 
that cancer of the mouth is appearing 
with greater frequency among women. 


Cancer is definitely related to irri- 


tation. Cases are known in which can- 
cers of the lip have appeared at the 
point where a pipe is regularly held 
or where a cigarel becomes adherent 
to the tissue of the lip and is frequent- 
ly pulled off. 


Recently there nave neon many no- 


tion;? developed in relationship to the 
smoking of tobacco which need clarifi- 
cation. It has been said that the paper 
coverings or; cigarets contained vari- 
ou.<: habit forming or narcotic drugs 
or that they contained special sub- 
stances which interfere with the ap- 
petite. 


As far as we know, there i.s no evi- 


dence that paper on cigiirels now gen- 
erally on the market contains any 
habit forming or narcotic drugs.

Dearborn brought the Foundation into 
the open. 


Not that there was anything actual- 


ly secret about the Ford Foundation. 
It was incorporated in a routine way in 
January. 19o6, with a nominal capital 
of S25.0CO, tor the usual "scientific, 
educational and charitable purposes.' 
It aroused almost no notice at that 
time. 


But when the story got out recently 


that Fo:-d was about to bpgin a giant 
4000-unit housing program at Dear- 
born, attention was drawn to the Ford ! 
Foundation, because the ITO-acre tract | 
had been deeded to it. Most of the 
land had been the personal property of 
the Fords. Some belonged to the Ford 
Motor Co. 


Kxpcct Housing Program 


Mayor John Carey of Dearborn, and 


other city officials, fully expect some 
sort of housing program to get under 
way on the donated Ford land by mid- 
summer, available not only to Ford 
employes but to others.
